While Mr. Borden used the remarks 
of Mr. Lemieux as a text his sermon 
was on Lord Dundonald, and related 
to the position takem by both Govern- 
ment ana’ Opposition in ths British Par- 
iiament as to the impropriety of Lord 
Dundonald’s conduct in Canada and 
the use that was being made of him 
py the Opposition party. Mr. Borden 
gaid: ‘The Conservative party has 
not endeavored to expioit Lord Dundon- 
ald and has had nothing to do with 
any reception accorded to him on eny 
oceasion. I say this as Leader of the 
Conservative iparty in the House.” It 
would be conteding too much to; call 
this statement mere quibbiing on the 
(art of the Leader of the Oppos:tion, 
avien in almost every newspaper s:p- 
porting tis party ithe chief subject of 
deditorial comment for the past three 
weeks at any rate has been Lord Dun- 
Gonaid, his position and his grievan- 
ces. It is a fact that Mr. Borden, w:th 
better judgment than most of his fci- 
lowers, has not.made the grievances 
of Lord ‘Dundonald the subjec of a 
motion in Parliament, and therefore has 
po far avoided giving his official sanc- 
tion to the campaign.
